Dear Examiner Dorvil: 

Pursuant to my telephone message I left on your voicemall, I anticipate coming 
by your office on the date indicated above for a personal interview regarding the 
referenced matter. 

Generally, I would just like to go over the form of the Office Action dated 
04/06/2006. There are several errors that should be addressed before Applicant files a 
response thereto. 

First, it appears that the Office Action Summary Page is the same as the Office 
Action Summary Page from the previous office action. In particular, it indicates that it is 
responsive to the communication filed 1 8 November 2003. 

Also, it indicates that claims 1-44 are rejected. However, several claims were 
rejected in the previous response and now only claims 1-3, 5-9, 11, 24-26, 32 and 37 
are pending. 

Furthermore, the action was made final even though it includes a new ground of 
rejection. Applicant points out that the only amendments made in the previous 
response were to include subject matter in dependent claims in newly amended 
independent claims. No new matter or language was added. Therefore, the new 
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grounds of rejection were not necessitated by the previous amendments and the finality 
of the rejection should be withdrawn. 

In addition to the apparently proper (In form) section 103 rejections of the 
currently pending claims, there is a Section 102 rejection that is identical to the 102 
rejection in the previous Office Action, even though it is applied to now-canceled 
claims. There is also another Section 103 rejection that is identical to the 1 03 rejection 
in the previous Office Action. This rejection also refers to canceled claims. In addition, 
it results in claim 32 being rejected under two different Section 103 rejections. 

Applicant contacted the Examiner regarding this matter through Peter Taylor 
who works for me. Mr. Taylor said that the Examiner simply told him to file a response 
to the current Office Action. 

Applicant requests that a new Office Action be issued as a non-final Office 
Action that addresses only the currently pending claims. 

I will bring the documents to which I refer with me when I stop by your office 
next week. Thank you for your time and consideration of this matter. I will appreciate 
anything you can do to expedite prosecution of this matter* 

One final note - our in^house group is starting a plan where we hope to have an 
attorney from our team in DC and at the USPTO for two weeks of every month - 
typically, the final two weeks of a month. We hope to do this until we can establish a 
small office in the area in the near future. I will be making several of these trips and 
would like to meet as many Examiners as I can while I am there. So I look forward to 
meeting with you next week.
